CHINATOWN IS EN FETE 
IN HONOR OF THE PRINCE 


There Was No Cheering as Chen 
Drove Through Chinatown, but 
Countrymen Greeted Him 
with Kowtows—Streets 
Gayly Decorated. 


New York, August 12.—Prince Chen paid 
a visit to the city hall today and was 
formally welcomed to the city by Presi- 
dent Fornes, of the board of aldermen. 
who is acting mayor in the absence of 
Mr. Low on his vacation. 

Escorted by a detachment of mounted 
police, the prince and his party were 
driven to the city hall from the Waldorf- 
Astoria about 3 p. m. Up to that hour 
the titled vis!tor had remained quietly at 
his hotel. 

As soon as the introductions were over 
acting. Mayor Fornes delivered the ad- 
dress of welcome, to which the prince 
gave the closest attention. At its con- 
clusion it was interpreted to him and he 
réplied in“his own language at consid- 
erable length.

General Evans is al- 
ready in the city. Attorney General Boy- 
kin Wright arrived vesterday in response 
to a letter with regard to the matter. 

Just what will be the result of the 
conferéfice it is impossible to state, but 
it may be set down as a fact that if there 
is any way to prosecute or to punish 
Sheriff Higgs for his failure to obey the 
governor’s order something will be done. 
The governor has no authority to sus- 
pend a sheriff, but it may be that some 


the courts. 
There is no doubt that Governor Candler 
is considerably stirred up ovér the mat- 


ter, though he refuses to discuss it for 
publication.

About ten days or two weeks ago Gov- 
ernor Candler. sent the sheriff a very em- 
phatic telegram, asking him why his or- 
der had not been complied with. He re- 
ceived a reply from Mrs. Higgs stating 
her husband was not at home; that the 
pardon papers had been forwarded to the 
convict camp where Freeman was con- 
fined, an@ that the owners of the camp 
had refused to release him until the 
money which had been paid for his hire 
had been refunded. 

Governor’ Candler also had one or two 


ject, but they were not satisfactory, as 
they did not bring information of the re- 
lease of Freeman. 

It apears that Freeman was hirea toa 
man named Callahan, who runs a mis- 
demeanor convict camp, for $% a month for 
eighteen months.

BUT JUSTICE GRAY BID 


It Is Asserted That Odium Has Been 
Showered on Shiras All These 
Years Which Should Have 
Gone to Justice Horace 
Gray.

Washington, D. C., August 12.—(Speetal.) 
Mr. Justice Gray’s voluntary retirenient 
‘rom the bench of the supreme court of 
the United States, revives the scandal 
stowipg out of the famous decision tn 
the income tax case, which involved the 
name and integrity of Mr. Justice Shiras. 
Justice Shiras was accused of changing 
his vote on the final decision, declaring 
the income tax unconstitutional. He has 
been openly denounced in the halls of 
congress, Mn the stump by politicians, 
who favored the tax, and in public places 
as being unworthy of membership in the 
highest judicial tribunal of the land. 

It is asserted by those who are In a 
position to knew that it was not Judge 
Shiras who changed his vote on that 
memorable occasion, but’ another meéem- 
ber of the court, and the finger of sus- 
picion points at Mr. Justice Gray. One 
of the traditions of the supreme court is 
to the effpet that no affirmation or denial 
is ever given by members of the court 
of the secret deliberations or conclusions 
in the conference room. During al] these 
years the legal and political world has 
labored under the impression that it 
was Mr. Justice Shiras, of Pennsylvania, 
who at the eleventh hour, changed his 
vote so that the court stood 5 to 4 egainsat 
the income tax. 

Shiras Relieved of Odium. 

Since the retirement of Mr. Justics 
Gray, and the probable early retirement 
of Mr. Justice Shiras, the disclosure is 
made by those who know that it. was 
not Judge Shiras who changed his-mote, 
It is possible that no official statefnent 
from the court on this subject will ever 
be obtained, but there are circumstihins..

When the case was first argued only 
eight judges sat in the case.

No explanation of the 
vote is customary and the public was left 
to guess as to the details of the vote. 
All the judges excepting Judges Gray, 
Shiras and Brown delivered individual 
opinions. Thus the conclusion was 
reached that those who voted in favor 
of the income tax were associate Justices 
Brown, Harlan, Gray and White. Those 
against it were Chief Justice Fullef and 
Justices Field, Brewer and Shirag.

The, decision of the court and the" 
methods by which it was supposed to 
have been reached, creatsd a political 
sensatien all over the country, and Judge 
Shiras was held up to censure as the man 
who reversed himself at the demand of 
the monied interésts. Those who now re- 
call the dramatic circumstances attend- 
ing the rendering of that famous decision, 
are reminded, perhaps, for the first time, 
that Mr. Justice Harlan created a gensa- 
tion in the court room by the vigorous 
and dramatic maner in which he deliver- 
ed his dissenting opinion. 

It may have escaped the notice of 
some who were present, but close observ- 
ers will remember that Judge Harlan in 
an almost tinmistakable mafmer identi- 
fied and pointed out the member of the 
court who had changed his opinion. When 
Judge Harlan was referring in vigorous 
and emphatic terms to the sudden change 
of heart upon the part of a member of 
the court, who had previously favored 
an income tax, he turned and glared 
fiercely at Mr. Justice Gray. The force 
of this circumstance is drawn from the 
fact that at that time Judge Shiras sat 
on the left of the chief justice with 
Justice Harlan, while Judge Gray sat 
on the right side of the chief justice 
with Judge Field. There was apparently 
no doubt in Judge Harlan’s mind as to 
which member of the court had changed 
tis vote, if looks and actions mean any- 
thing. 

Rearrangement of Court. 

The retirement of Justice Gray and the 
appointment of Judge Holmes to the 
bench of the supreme court will cause a 
rearrangement of the positions occupied 
by the members of the court when they 
meet in October. The associate justices 
are seated according to seniority, alter- 
nating on the right and left of the chief 
justice. Following this custom, when (the 
court convenes tne present associate jus-

MANY DEATH CLAIMS PAID 


In the Last Two Years Over $3,000,- 
OOO Have Been Expended by 
the Endowment Rank—Su- 
preme Lodge Goes Into 
Secret Session. 


San Francisco, August 12.—The biennial 
convention of the Knights of Pythias 
was formally opened today in the Palace 
hotel. Nearly 150 delegates were seated 
when Supreme Chancellor Ogden § H. 
Fethers rapped for order. The absent 
Supreme representatives have all tele- 
graphed that they will be here as soon 
as the delayed special trains are moved. 

After today’s sessfon was called to or- 
der there were several welcoming ad- 
dresses. Governor Gage sent his regrets 
at not being able in person to welcome 
the visitors, but sent a message, which 
was read by Myron Wolfe. 

Supreme Chancellor Fethers responded 
in a humorous speech to the welcome of 
the governor, assuring him that the 
Knights would make the best of their 
Stay in San Francisco. 

The large number of visitors who had 
witnessed the opening scene then with- 
drew, and the supreme lodge went in se- 
cret session. 

After the formal opening of the ses- 
sion of the supreme lodge, the first busi- 
ness was the eonferring of the degree 
on some twenty delegates who had never 
attended a supreme lodge. The commit- 
tee on credentials reported the delegates 
all entitled to their seats. The noon re- 
cess was then taken. 

-Over a Million Pythians. 

Supreme Chancellor Fethers, in his an- 
nual report said that December 31, 1901, 
the order had 540,138 affiliated members. 
To this should be added at least 500,000 
who have been suspended for nonpayment 
of dues or have taken withdrawal cards, 
making a total of more than a million. 
During 1901 the figures were: 

Initiated, 55,20 reinstated, 7,733; 
mitted by card, 7,677. Total, 70,166. 

During the same year 4,915 died, 268 
were expelled, 8,378 withdrew by card and 
32,857 were suspended. The net gain for 
the year was 23,14. 

This marks the Steady and permanent 
growth of the order which stood for 
the sacredness of the home, for the in- 
tegrity of manhood and the purity of 
womanhood. 

The report of R. V. I. 
keeper of records and seals, showed thgt 
the total number of subordinate lodges 
December 31, 1901, was 7,002, the net gain 
during the year being 142 lodges. The net 
gain in 1990 and 191 combined was 262 
lodges and 47,632 members. He said that 
a per capita tax of 6 cents per annum 
will produce sufficient revenue to meet 
all requirements.

NEGRO LYNCHED; 
WHITE MAN, TOO 


Mob Metes Out Summary 
Punishment Without Dis- 
crimination As To Color. 


VICTIMS OF LYNCHERS 
WERE HELD FOR MURDER 


While Stealing Chickens They Shot 
and Killed a Prominent Citizen 
_of Missouri — Men Were 
Taken from Jail and 
Hanged. 


Lexington. Mo., August 12.—Charles 
Salyers, white, and Harry Gates, colored, 
were taken from the county jail here by 
a masked mob at 1:30 this morning and 
lynched. They were charged with killing 
George W. Johnson, a wealthy farmer, 
who surprised them at his hen house near 
town a week ago. / 

hey were strung up and Salyers made 
a gtatement to the mob, saying that 
Gates had fired the shot that killed John- 
son. Johnson was one of the wealthiest 
and most respected men in the com- 
munity, and the feeling against the two 
men was intense. 

Last night shortly after midnight 
armed men came to town by twos and 
threes, most of them masked. They 
massed finally near the court yard. in 
which the county jail is located. The 
mob was orderly and well-directed, each 
man doing his work efficiently and ef- 
fectively. A demand on the jailor for tne 
prisoners reeting with refusal, several 
men of the mob, who had come well pre- 
pared, broke in the outer door and made 


for the cells of the murderers. It took 
| thirty minutes to cut through the steel 


doors. 

Salyers was ttaken out first, then Gates. 
Without further ado the mob started with 
their vict?ms for a point nalf a mile south 
of town. There Salyers was granted per- 
mission to make a statement. He said 
that Gates had shot Johnson after firing 
three times, and that when the last shot 
was fired Gates had hold of Johnson. 
Before being killed Johnson had 
changed shots with the men and Gates 
was found to have been shot in the right

Only one shot was fired, and that was 
to put out an incandescent light in front, 
of a ljvery stable as the mob passed by 
on the way to tne scene of the lynching. 

Salyers, alias Sacks, had lived here for 
a@ number of years and left a family. He 
had a bad reputation. Gates, who was 
30 years of age, has served a term in the

United States Minister Bowen Ca- 
bles That a War Ship Is Needed 
To Protect the Interests 
of Americans—Landiug 
of Germans. 


Port of Spain, Trinidad, August 12.—De- 
tails of the fighting at Barcelona, Vene- 
zuela, received here by boat show that a 
terrible battle starfed on Sunday, August 
3, and that gn the following Wednesday 
the revolutionists entéred the city. They 
kept up a continuous firing day and 
night. destroying houses one by one to 
reach. the center of the city. At mid- 
night on Thursday two-thirds of the city 
was in the power of the revolutionists. 

On Friday the government strongholds 
were carried and the last survivors of the 
government officers tried to escape by 
the river to the sea, but failing in this, 
they made a last stand, after which, at 
noon Friday, they surrendered to the rev- 
‘ olutionist commanders, Generals -Fran- 
cisco, Monagas and Platero. Among 
those taken prisoner are Martin Marcano, 
president of tae state of Barcelona and 
commander of the government troops, 
eight generals and twenty-three colonels. 
The dead on both sides numbered 167. All 
houses in the city were sacked and in 
some instances inoffensive women and 
children were maltreated and killed. All 
stores were pillaged, especially those be- 
longing to foreigners, and the French ca- 
ble office was robbed. The American, 
Italian and Dutch consulates were pil- 
laged and the consuls have asked for 
men of war to protect life and property. 

United States Minister Bowen, at Cara- 
cas, has cabled the United States cruiser 
Cincinnati to go to Barcelona without de- 
lay and to take provisions. The Topeka 
fs anchored at Porto Cabello, the Mari- 
etta is on the Orinoco, the German war 
ship Falke is at Curacao and the Italian 
cruiser Givanni Bausan and the British 
cruiser Pallas re at LaGuayra. 

War Ships Are Needed. 

Washington, August 12.—Minister Bow- 
en has cabled the state department from 
Caracas that our consul at Barcelona has 
informed him by wire that Barcelona has 
been taken by the revolutionists, that 
‘they are sacking the town and that in 
his judgement protection of a vessel 
shouldd be immediately afforded him. 
Mr. Bowen says he has cabled the Cin- 
cinnati to return without delay. He notes

ON COLD BASIS 


That Is Opin af Busines 
Men of the County, 


Owing to the Depreciation of Silver 
and the High Gold Premium 
Large Contracts Are Being 
Held Back and Some 
Suspended. 


Mexico City, August 12.—Owing to the 
depreciation of silver and the high gold 
premium various large contracts are held 
back and some have been suspended. 
It is said that the steel work for the new 
National theater will not be finally 
ordered till it is seen how silver is going. 
Many houses that. had contracted for 
machinery or other articles at an ms 
change*2 points lower than the present 
rate will lose money in complying. 

Many business men aver that it is only 
a question of time when the country will 
go on a gold basis. No importer can 
make calculations regarding future prices 
and this uncertainty prevents the fullest 
measure of business activity here. The 
present prosperity is due largely to the 
fact that the impeti@s received during the 
past two years in the direction of every 
building and construction of port works, 
mining, utilization of electric power, etc., 
was so powerful that the country must 
go ahead. 

But it is confidently asserted that great 
foreign capitalists who have put millions 
of dollars into Mexico will not be satis- 
fied long with the present monetary con- 
ditions. They will, it is believed, aid the 
government in carrying forward some 
well matured plan of transforming all 
business to a gold basis. Mexico’s able 
finance minister, Senator Limantour, has 
given much study to this vital question. 


CONFERENCE OF THE PREMIERS 


Results Depend on Action of Colonial 
Legislatures. 

London, August 12.—While the results 
of the colonial conference which ended 
yesterday are generally considered satis- 
factory as far ‘as they go, it must be uh- 
derstood that their enforcement depends 
ultimately upon action by the colonial 
legislatures and by the imperial ministers 
whose departments they concern. 

In addition to the Australasian naval ar- 
rangements by which the Australian con- 
tributions are to be largely increased on 
condition, that certain vessels be officered 
and manned entirely by Australasians, a 
general increase in colonial naval subsi- 
dies was agreed to. The scheme also pro- 
vides that some colonies shall allot part 
of their local military forces to imperial 
defense in case of emergency, but Cana- 
da and Australia contented themselves 
with agreeing to keep their local forces 
in a state of efficiency, relying on vol- 
unteers in case of imperial need, as was 
done in South Africa. The contribution 
of Cape Colony to the imperial navy 
was fixed at $250,000 annually and Na- 
tals at $175,000. The preferential tariff 
arrangement is in a nebulous: condition, 
depending entirely on future arrange- 
ments between the mother country and 
each individual colony. - 
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ANARCHIST LEAPS INTO SEA. 


Sgangza, of New York, Jumps Over- | 
board Off Gibraltar. 

Rome, August 12.—The Italian steamer 
Citta di Milano, from New York July 22, 
which arrived at Genoa August 8, re- 
ports that an anarchist named Sgangza, 
of New York, committed suicide by jump- 
ing overboard while the vessel was off 
Gibraltar. It is alleged Sgangza had been 
commissioned to murder a European royal 
personage and that he was on his way 
to Europe for this purpose, but weakened 
at the last moment and killed himself. 
Two of his companions disappeared upon 
the arrival of the Citta di’ Milano at 
Genog. 


SOLDIERS ULOSING SCHOOLS. 


Sisters Are Expelled Amid Shouts of 
Long Live Liberty. 
3 Paris, August 12.—The commissary at 
Lesneven, Finisterre, accompanied by a 
strong body of gendarmes, proceeded to- 
day to the village of Geuezec to expel 
the sisters from schools there. The schools 
were defended by a crowd armed with 
cudgels and stones. One gendarme was 
unhorsed and the commissary was com- 
pelled to retreat, bat later he returned 
with a company of soldiers who protect- 
ed him while he closed the schools amid 
shouts of “Long live liberty.” 


KAISER WILHELM II LAUNCHED 


Designed To Be Largest and Fastest 
Ship in World. 

Stettin, August 12.—The new German- 
Lloyd steamer Kaiser Wilhelm II was 
successfully launched at the Vulcan ship 
yards today in the presence of Emperor 
William. 


The Kaiser Wilhelm II will be the larg- 
est and is designed to be the fastest-ship 
in the world. Her dimensions are: 

Length, ‘707 feet; beam, 711-2 feet; 
depth, 39 fect. and draught, 29 feet. Her 
displacement is 19,500 tons. She is to be 
of 39,000 fhorse-power, and will have ac- 
commodations for L000 cabin passengers. 


DROUGHT PARCHING COUNTRY. 


Terrible Suffering Is Being Caused in 
New South Wales. 

Victoria, B. C., August 12.—Advices re- 
ceived by the steamer ‘Mioweria, from 
Australia, tell of terrible drought in 
New South Wales and Queensland, which 
has devastated the sheep ranches of 
that section of the southern colony. Mil- 
lions of sheep have died, and men former- 
ly considered wealthy have been com- 
pelled to seek employment. Samuel Mc- 
Caughey, the sheep king of Australia, 
lost over a million sheep of his herd of 
a million and a quarter, and other large 
herders have been equally unfortunate.

VICTORIA CROSS IS GIVEN 
TO SERGEANT LAWRENCE 


Pinned on the Sergeant’s Breast by 
the King Himself—The Royal 
Family Greatly Amuasocd by 
the Unconventionality 
of the Colonials. 


London, August 12.—Two thousand colo- 
nial troops here to attend the corona- 
tion, including the Canadian contingent, 
were reviewed by King Edward this 
evening on the grounds of Buckingham 
palace. 

The king personally fastened the Vic- 
toria cross on the breast of Sergeant 
Lawrence, the first man in line, after 
which he retired to the shade of an awn- 
ing, and left the distribution of the coro- 
nation medals to the prince of Wales. 
The members of the royal family were 
mOdch amused at the unconventionality 
of the colonials, who, after they had re- 
ceived medals, seated themselves com- 
fortably on the grass and smoked as 
they watched the dec@ration of their 
comrades. When all had received their 
medals the troops advanced and present- 
ed arms, while the massed bands played 
the national anthem. 

The king stepped forward and delivered 
an animated address, which was gfeeted 
with cheers and waving of hats by the 
troops. 

The king said: 

“It has afforded me great pleasure to 
See you here today and have the oppor- 
tunity of expressing ‘my high apprecie 
tion of your patriotism and the way yot 
distinguished yourselves in South Africa. 
The services you have rendered the moth- 
er country will never be forgotten by 
me and they will, I am sure, cement more 
firmly than ever the union of our distant 
colonies with other parts of my great 
empire. Your stay in England has been 
longer than originally intended owing to 
my illness, but I hope you have enjoyed 
it and derived pleasure from visits to 
various parts of the land of your an- 
cestors.

_ Annual Session Opens at Clemson College--Address 
by Profess>r W. J. Stillman, Agrostologist 
of the United States.

Clemson College, S. C., August 12.—| 


(Special.)\—Clemson college is the mecca 
of the South Carolina farmers, and dur- 
ing the month of August in each year 
they make a pilgrimage to the old home- 
Calhoun and for one 
week are inspired by the great work now 
being done by this institution in the in- 
terest of dgriculture. 

The state farmers’ institute of South 
Carolina, held under the faculty of the 
college, met in the college chapel last 
might, Professor J. 8S. Newman presiding. 
The exercises were opened with prayer 
by Dr. J. B. Hunnicutt, editor of The 
Southern Cultivator. 

Professor Newmen gladly welcomed the 
farmers and pointed out the many benefits 
to be derived from such a gathering of 
the tillers of the soil. Here farmers can 
both teach and learn, and such inter- 
Change of ideas is educating and very 
profitable. 

During the past decade there has been 
Bn advance in agriculture in the south 
and this section should become the great- 
eat agricultural region on the globe. Here 
is found an unexcelled climate, and here 
can be grown not only the crops com- 
mon at the north, but also those that 
belong peculiarly to this sé@ction. Hbre 
the wheat overlaps the cane, and during 
most months of the year the farmer can 
furnish his table with fresh vegetables 
and fruits grown in his own garden and 
fields. Let the farmers improve their 
methods and thus aid in the development 
of our common country. ‘he purpose of 
the experimental work at Clemson col- 
lege is simply to ask questions of na- 
ture and then by bulletins give her an- 
Swere and report results. 

* T. C. Hamer responded in behalf of the 
farmers and voiced their appreciation of 
benefits derived from these institutes. 
Prosperity will come to the farmer when 
he avails himself .of scientific investiga- 
tions and adopts approved, up-to-date ag- 
ricultural methods. 

First Regular Lecture. 

The first regular lecture of the insti- 
tute was delivered by Professor W. J. 
Stillman, agrostologist (or grass man) of 
the United States department of agricu!- 
ture. Professor Stillman is a native of 
Missouri, where he was educated and 
where he taught for four years. He 
then taught two years n Indiana, three 
years in Oregon, seven and one-half years 
in the state of Washington, and since 
January 1, last, has been with the de- 
partment of agriculture. 

Professor Stillman’s subject was ‘‘Im- 
provement in Southern Agriculture.’ He 
said that there was really but one in- 
dustry in America, and that was agricul- 
ture. In comparison all other enterprises 
were mere side shows. The invoice of 
agriculture footed up twenty billion dol- 
lars. Poultry raising, a mere feature of 
farming, was compared with railroads, 
In 1897 poultry and its products e ithe 
in value $297,000,000; in the same 
roads were valued at $273,000,0%, 
an advantage of $24,000,000 in fa 
hen. 3 
In the south farmers endeavor to pro- 
duce an exclusive crop, and hence fail 
of attaining permanent success and profit. 
Here cotton is an almost universal crop. 
and has proven to a large extent a curse. 
No country can prosper on a one-crop 
system. This was illustrated by exclusive 
wheat growing in Oregon in the past and 
at present by cotton growing in a portion 
of Texas. The results were the same in 
each state—ruination to the farmer. 

To improve conditions in the south we 
must encourage immigrattfon to this sec- 
tion. The next wave should and wil! 
come to the south and not go towards 
the Pacific, as that section offers no long- 
er such inducements as this southland. In 
South Carolina the farmers must feed the 
Operatives in the mills, and to do this 
must engage in trucking and gardening. 

’ The southern farmer must diversify his 
crops and engage in feeding live stock. 


Other than live stock farming no system

- Dairying is most certain to bring profit, 
Dut requires constant work and study. 
Dairying around the cotton mills, which 
are springing up all over the south, should 
become very pfetitable. For dairying in 
the south the breeds should be the Jer- 
sey, crosses between Jerseys and native 
ecrubse (which laiger are really akin to 
the Jerseys), the Holsteins and the Guern- 
geys (which are equally good with Jer- 
geys, but not so popular).

poses fhe breeds recommended are: Short- 
horn or Durham, Heresford and Poll An- 
gus. The dairy animal is not a beef aui- 
mal, and vice versa. Fat on the beef anh- 
imal, when the animal is slaughtered, 
can be sold as beef; while on the dairy 
animal it’ must be cut off as. tallow. 
In starting in the live stock business 
the farmer should buy the breed most 
plentiful in his section, thereby @#tting 
his stock cheap. He should not buy rare 
breeds. In live stock farming one should 
buy as little machinery as possible. As a 
feed there is nothing better than pea vine 
hay. oO succeed in the live stock industry 
one must familiarize himself with its de- 
tails and requirements; dairying especial- 
ly requires much work, much study, great 
care, good local market. For pastures in 
spring and summer bermuda supplies the 
demand, in winter grain, rescue grass, 
hairy vetch and burr elover. 

As a rotation of crops on a stock farm 
Professor Stiljsman recommended the fol- 
lowing: (I)r “Corn and peas sown at 
laying-by. (2). Winter grain, followed by 
peas. (3). Cotton, and (4) sorghum and 
peas. One-fourth of farm each year 
sown in each of these crops. 

Clemson Agricultural College. 

The Clemson Agricultural = college, of 
South Carolina, is located on the divgling 


line between Oconee and Pickens counties | 


and within 1 mile of Calhoun, a station on 
the main line of the Southern railway. 
The collegé buildings have been erected 
on the old Fort Hill homestead of Jobn 
C. Calhoun. This is an ideal site, on a 
high ridge in a grove of magnificent na- 
tive oaks, having an elevation of 900 feet 
above sea level, and commanding on ail 
sides inspiring views of nearby plantation 
scenery and to the north and the west 
the picturesque Blue Ridge motntains. 
Here and amid such surroundings a half 
century ago, lived the great expounder of 
the constitution. Here today are gathered 
more than 600 young men from all parts 
of South Carolina, who are taking courses 
in scientific agriculture, in the mechanic 
arts, and in theoretical and practical tex- 
tile processes. i 

Year atter year, much valuable informa- 
tion of a practical character is furnish- 
ed to the farmers of the state. The state 
experiment station, which is maintained 
and operated under the provisions 
of the act of congress Known as the 
Hatch act, occupies a portion of the cdl- 
lege farm, and the officers in charge glad- 
ly furnish free of all cost advice and in- 


‘formation on any topic pertaining to gen 


eral agriculture, horticulture, botany, en- 
tomology, veterinary science, dairying, 
stock breeding, feeding, etc.; also, analy- 
ses of fertilizers, marls, waters and other 
substances, assays of ores, determination 
of rocks and minerals, tests of bricks, 
cements, building stones, illuminating oils, 
calibration of electrica] instruments, etc. 
Experiment Station. 

Further, the officers of the experiment 
tation have already prepared and pr 
shed seventy-two bulletins, and thesee, 4 


. Bent free to all citizens of the state re- 


questing same. Many of these bulletins 
are very valuable and should be in the 
hands of every farmer in South Caro- 
lina. 

The duties of the professors of Clem- 
son college do not end with the college 
term, but for the past two or three years, 
during the summer months, farmers’ in- 
stitutes, embracing usually a two-days’ 
course of lectures, have been held by 
members of the faculty in those counties 
of the state desiring same. The purpose 
of these county institutes is to bring prac- 
tical information to the farmers and to 
give them the results of scientific investl- 
gation in the interest of agricufture. 

Further, a special state farmers’ insti- 
tute of one week's duraticn is held in the 
college chapel during the month of Au- 
gust in each year, and, beside the facul- 
ty of the college, many prominent speak- 
ers and agriculturists from other states 
participate in the programme. This insti- 
tute will hold its session this year during 
the present week, beginning on Monday 
night. Many speakers from outside the 
state who’ have a national reputation in 
their respective lines of work and investi- 
gation are expected to deliver addresses,

WEATHER BUREAU 


ON CROP OUTLOOK | 


Western North Carolina Still Suffers 
from Drought. 


DAMAGE FROM HIGH WINDS 


Fruit Whipped from Trees, and Corn, 
Cotton and Tobacco Blown to 
the Ground—Rainfall Very 
Irregular—Other News 
in Brief. 


Raleigh, N. C., August 12,—(Special.»— 
The weather and crop report for North 
Carolina issued today save the distribution 
of rainfall was again very irregular dur- 
ing the week ending last night.. The least 
amount occurred in the western section, 
including a portion of the central district, 
west of a line drawn from Person county 
south to Anson ‘county, while throughout 
the eastern half of the state showers 
fell on almost every other day, and in 
this section the precipitation has been 
amply sufficient for the present need of 
the crops. The heaviest rains occurred 
on the 6th and 10th, and greatly revived 
vegetation and improved the congition of 
crops. Unfortunately the storm of the 
6th was accompanied by high winds 
which did considerable damage ovey a 
very extended area of the state; much 
corn was blown to the ground, also some 
cotton and tobacco, and orchards suf- 
fered badly, as much of the fruit was 
whipped from the trees. The benefits re- 
sulting from the rainfall accompanying 
the storm largely offset .the damage in 
the east, but in the western, portion of the 
State the drought is yet unbroken, and 
crops continue to suffer severely. The 
mean temperature averaged about 3 de- 
grees above the normal; high maximum 
temperatures were recorded until after the 
6th, when a shift of the wind brought 
cooler nights and less sultry days. 

In the west old corn is still Muffering 
badly for lack of moisture, especially the 
upland corn, and even the late crop is 
not doing well in some places; where 
showers occurred corn was much benefit- 
ed, though the old crop cannot regain the 
loss caused by the drought, owing to 
poorly filled ears. Bottomland and late 
corn is splendid in many counties. Fod- 
der-pulling has begun at many places. In 
dry counties cotton is still shedding and 
there is sOéme rust; elsewhere plants are 
well bolled. Early planted upland cotton 
has commenced to open in the south por- 
tion. Cutting and curing tobacco has ad- 
vanced rapidly, with generally good re- 
sults; in some counties the plants are fir- 
ing, and the top crop, which is not well 
matured, will not give satisfactory cures. 
Peanuts, field peas, turnips and rice are 
doing well, but sweet potatoes are not 
promising. Planting the fall crop of Irish 
potatoes has begun, and seeding turnips 
continues. Advantage was taken of fa- 
vorable seasons to set out strawberry 
plants in the Wilmington-Weldon district. 
Pastures are making renewed growth in 
the east. Fall plowithfg is not making 
rapid progress. 

North Carolina News Notes. 

The sixteenth annual meeting of the 
North Carolina Farmers’ Alliance began 
at its headquarters at Hillsboro today. 

The order was started in this state by 
L. L. Polk, who afterwards became its 
national president, and whose body is 
buried here. 

At one time, about 1892, it was declared 
by the officials to have a membership of 
135,000. The order was at first ‘purely 
agricultural, but gradually drifted into 
and for a time dominated politics in this 
state. Dissensions were caused by polit- 
ical armhitions, and the membership began 
ee sandle until its former prestige and 
pewer was lost, as was also a large por- 
tion of its’ membership. - :

Charleston, S. C., August 12.—(Special.) 
Some of the Atlanta visitors to the 
Charleston exposition who lost money ia 
a crooked gambling house here which was 
subsequently broken up by the police will 
be interested in a statement made by 
Magistrate Louis Manigault, in the civil 
court at. Portsmouth. Manigault was 
summoned to Virginia to appear as 4 
witness in a civil suit against Charles 
Harper. Harper claimed to have )ost 
heavily in Charleston and Manigault was 
asked to bear witness to this effect. Ac- 
cording to the testimony Harper dropped 
$4,500 against sundry games which flour- 
ished in Charleston during the exposition 
period. 

Perhaps the most sensational statement 
in Manigault’s testimony was that a gov- 
ernor of a certain state lost $7,500 in cold 
cash in one night's high play at Charles- 
ton. This testimony was’ given under 
oath, and while ex parte in the Harper 
suit, it went to show that all manner of 
high rolling marked the sporting end of 
Charleston’s big show. 

Local sporting people claim that if this 
money was dropped it fell to the. sharp- 
ers, whose work finally got the ear of the 
police after visitors had made violent 
complaints of being fleeced.

There was sdme objection on the 
part of the working classes at first, 
but the new regulations met such 
prompt approval at the hands of the 
majority of the people using the tram- 
ways that the critics were silenced. 
The Lancet, which argues not only for 
cleanliness, but for health, hopes that 
London will not be long in following 
these examples.

Perpetual Motion? 

An Arkansas mechanic has invented 
a machine which he claims means per- 
petual motion, and his invention is re- 
ceiving considerable notice out west. 

The contrivance is described as be- 
ing simple in appearance, but the in- 
ventor, J. S. Grimes, says he has de- 
voted twelve years to its development. 
He first took a circular piece cut from 
a'thick board and trimmed down the 
edge to represent a circular switch- 
back railway. In the-center of this 
board he fastened a second circular 
board on a steel post which fit into a 
To the top 
board was fastened, by means of a 
rod, a small witeel which was so fixed 
that it would strike at each revolution 
of the upper board at a point near the 
top of the incline plane of the lower 
board, the lower board being slightly 
inclined. Grimes then placed a weight 
on top of the upper disc, placed the 
whee] at the top of the inclined plane, 
released it and the machine began to 
move and continued in motion until 
stopped by its inventor. 

The machine is started by the wheel 
running down the incline on one side. 
This takes the weight on the opposite 
side away from the center of gravity 
and it carries the machine around 
until the wheel strikes the top of the 
incline again, when new force is im- 
parted to the revolving upper disc.

Committee of Three Will Select a 
Candidate for Governor — Lee, 
Traylor, Wilson, Larey, 
Peek and Zeller Are on 
the Ticket. 


Forty thousand eight hundred and 

seventy-six is the number of votes the 
} populists claim were cast in their referen- 
dum ballot for governor, and all of these 
for Judge James K. Hines, of Atlanta. 
. This is pretty nearly one-third as many 
-votes as were cast in the recent demo- 
cratic primary for governor, and in that 
primary many of the former populists 
cast their ballots for one of the party 
candidates and agreed to abide by the re- 
sult, 

The populist committee would make it 
appear that the party is still an insti- 
tution of some consequence, but even with 
that vote claimed, Judge Hines has re- 
fused to accept the nomination, and it 
now devolves upon a committee of three 
appointed at yesterday’s meeting to se- 
lect a candidate for governor. 

The populist executive committee met 
shortly after noon yesterday at the 
Cannon house on Pryor street. The meet- 
ing was held behind closed doors, and 
there were twelve or fifteen members of 
the committee in attendance. Members 
of the committee stated that the attend- 
ance was a good representation. es 

The meeting was called to order by Dr. 
S. J. McKnight, of Dalton, chairman, 
and a full ticket for state house officers, 
with the exception .of governor, which 
was left to a committee of three, ag 
stated, was nominated. 


What the Committee Did. 

When it was announced to the commit- 
tee that Judge James K. Hines had re- 
fused to allow the use of his name as a 
candidate for governor, it devolved upon 
the committee to cast around and find 
another standard bearer. Several names 
were discussed, but no definite action was 
taken, except the appointment of the 
committee of three under the following 
‘resolution: 

“Resolved, That a committee of three 
from the executive committee be appoint- 
ed by the chairman to make a selection 
of a candidate for governor to take the 
place of Judge J. K. Hines on the ticket 
and report to the secretary of state as 
soon as possible, so as to get the names 
on the official state return blanks.” 

In accordance with this resolution the 
chairman appointed W. W. Wilson, Bion 
Williams and J. E. Bodenhamer. They 
will take the matter under consideration 
and probably make the selection within 
the next few days. This will be neces- 
sary in order to get’ the names of the 
candidates én the offictdl’ réturf’ tlanks, 
which must soon be supplied to every pre- 
cinct in the state by Secretary of State 
Phil Cook.

Resignation of Latin Pro- 
fessor Accepted by Execu- 
tive Committee, 


ACTION OF COMMITTEE IS 
FINAL AND ENDS AFFAIR 


Resignation Was Caused by Article 
on Negro Question — Nothing 
Known as to Who Will Be 
Appointed To Succeed

The executive committee of the board 
of trustees of Emory college accepted 
the resignation of Professor Andrew 
Sledd. of the chair of Latin language 
and literature, at a meeting held in the 
office of Colonel H. E. W. Palmer in the 
Equitable building yesterday afternoon. 

The resignation of Professor Sledd was 
tendered to Rev. James E. Dickey, presi- 
dent of the college, last Friday, and came 
as @ result of the severe criticisms of his 
article on the negro question which ap- 
peared in the July issue of The Atlantic 
Monthly. This article was published in 
full in The Constitution Monday morn- 
ing. 

The committee met at 3:30 o’clock and 
spent some time in considering the resig- 


nation of Professor Sledd. The members. 


of the committee present were General 
Clement A. Evans, Dr. W. C. Lovett and 
Colonel H. E. W. Palmer. Dr. C. E. 
Dowmam and Captain J. M. Pace, the 
other two members of the committee, 
were unavoidably absent. President 
Dickey met with the committec. 

General Clement A. Evans, chairman 
of the executive committee, was seen im- 
mediately after the meeting by a repre- 
sentative of The Constitution and said: 

“Pursuant to the call issued yesterday 
the committee met and received tne resig- 
nation of Professor Sledd from President 
Dickey. The resignation was fully dis- 
cussed, ‘after which a resolution was 
unanimously passed providing that the 
Tesignation be accepted. The committee 
then on motion adjourned.”’ 

Further than this General Evans de- 
clined to discuss the matter, stating 
that the action of the committee settled 
it and that there was no need for further 
discussion of it. None of the other mem- 
bers of the committee woujd talk on the 
subject, taking the same position as that 
taken by General Evans. 

President Dickey when asked to who 
would probably succeed Professor Sledd 
stated that it was impossible for him to 
give out any information on the sub- 
ject at- this time. 

The action of theexecutive committee 
fin accepting the resignation of Professor 
Sledd was expected. It is final and will 
doubtless bring to a close the discussion 
of this unfortunate affair, whigh has 
ca ofessor Sledd to give up his 
position and Emory college to lose one of 
the best men on its faculty. 


LIFE CONVICT GOES FREE.

City Executive Committee 
Meets at Noon for That 
Purpose. 


MAY DECIDE TO HAVE 
ELECTION NOVEMBER 4 


There is Now a Vacancy on the Com- 
mittee Caused by Alderman 
Johnson’s Resignation, and 
That Will Doubtless Be 
Filled at Meeting. 


The city executive committee will meet 
today at noon for the purpose of fixing 
the date for holding the municipal pri- 
mary. The meeting will occur in the 


council chamber on the fourth floor of 


the city hall building. 

It is highly probable that the commit- 
tee will decide to hold the primary elec- 
tion either’ on -*November 4 or 12. 
Considerable interest bas been manifested 
all over the city in the probable action 
of the committee, and it is more than 
likely that the meeting will be attended 
not only by all the committeemen, but 
also by a number of citizens anxious to 
learn what the committee intends doing. 

The meeting was called last Wednesday 
by Chairman Charles T. Hopkins and the 
same day Alderman Harvey Johnson, 
who is a candidate for mayor, sent in 
his resignation as a member of the com- 
mittee from the sixth ward. It is proba- 
ble that his successor will be named the 
first thing today when the quennes ites 
meets. 

After definitely deciding upon what as 
the primary election will occur, it is ex- 
pected that the committee will appoint 
a subcommittee, the duty of which will 
be to take complete charge of the details 
of the primary. 
falls the work of engaging managers and 
clerks, arranging for polling places, se- 
curing ballots, the, erection of voting 
booths and, in fact, of looking after every- 
thing incident to the election.

Mr. Rice Talks of Law. 

Hon. Frank P. Rice was the author of 
the original act bearing upon the ques- 
tion of eligibility of councilmen and al- 
dermen to other office during the terms 
for which they were elected to member- 


ship in the municipal legislative assem- 


blies. 

That act was introduced when Mr. Rice 
was a member of the state senate. It 
has since undergone the amendment proc- 
ess to such an extent that, in the opinion 
of its author, the intent of the original 
act has been practically nullified. In 
talking about the matter yesterday Mr. 
Rice cited these various amendments as 
illustrating the tendency of the state 
legislature to act in accordance with the 
wishes of the people particularly affected 
and he. expressed the opinion that the 
legislature would undoubtedly make any 
changes desired by the people of Atlanta. 

“The particular purpose I had in mind 
in securing the enactment of the original 
law,’’ said Mr. Rice, ‘‘was to prevent men 
in office using their positions to advance 
their own political ambitions. I have al- 
ways maintained that men who aspire to 
office should come out in the open and 
should have.no advantage of other as- 
pirants who are yot in office. My idea 
was that public office, being a public 
trust, showid not be used as a lever to 
hoist the occupant to higher office, and I 
think my origina] bill expressed that idea 
very clearly. As I recollect it, that act 
made members of the councW and board 
of aldermen ineligible to any other office 
during the terms for which they were 
chosen. The legislature, shortly after the 
passage of this act, at the instance of 
Mr. Fleming, of Augusta, as I recollect 
it, changed the wording so as to make 
‘ineligible to’ read ‘incompetent to hold,’ 
and made an exception covering the 
smaller towns. Later, in response to re- 
quests to meet local cenditions in other 
parts of the state, an exception was 
made in the,ymatter of appointive offices. 

“Later still the legislature added an- 
other provision that nothing in the .act 

“shall render them ineligible to be elect- 
ed during said term to serve in a term 
immediately succeeding said term.’ The 
effect of that, as it seems to me, is to 
allow a man whose term in the municipal 
assembly happens to expire before the 
term for mayor, for instance, begins to 
hold on to the one office and use it in 
nelping On his‘own ambitions, while the 
man whose term does not expire, but 
who is perfectly willing to resign and 
oome out in the open in his candidacy 
for the mayoralty would, under strict 
construction, be ineligible. The one man, 
because of the happy chance of the earlier 
expiration of his term as councilman or 
alderman, is permitted to use his position 
for all it is worth, and is eligibie, while 
the man who resigns and becomes a can- 
didate as a private citizen is barred. 

“All these provisions may be right, 
but I cite them simply to show that the 


| original law has been very considerably 


weakened and, in my opinion, in a way 
that gives undue advantage to one man 
who is in practically the same position 
in relation to the public as others.. In 
other words, the man whose term hap- 
pens to expire is allowed to use his office 
to help himself politically, while, if the 
ground if ineligibility holds good, there is 
a bar against other men, even though 
they resign outright. These changes 
show, also that the legislature has in the 
ahs made a number of changes to meet 

i conditions and I should think there 
would be no trouble in securing either the 
repeal of the law as it stands, the exemp- 
tion of cities the size of Atlanta, or to 
get some amendment the effect of whica 
would be to let the bars down to men 
who see fit to end their official terms by 
resigning, either before or after their 
election to another office, so that they 
could hold only one office at a time. The 
legislative remedial process can be ap- 
plied to existing doubts with the vutmoat 
ease and thus solve the whole problem, 
and let the people make their choice for 
mayor without restriction.”’

PETITIONS FOR 
A LONG GRANT 


New Electric Light Company 
Wants 31-Year Fran- 
chise. 


/MAY ABANDON PLAN IF 


SHORT TERM IS GIVEN 


Attorney Cox Says Piant Will Cost 
Fully a Million Dollars—Dam 
Across Chattahoochee River 
To Be Constructed 
. for $400,000. 


Colonel A. H. Cox, counsel for the At- 


‘lanta Electric Company, the new enter- 


prise which has applied to council for a 
franchise to operate a competing electric 
light and power plant, declared yester- 
day afternoon during the meeting of the 
electric light committee that unless his 
company secured a grant for thirty-one 
years the plant would probably never be 
established, 

He said capitalists in the east were 
willing to accept thirty-year bonds at 5 
per cent, but expected a franchise cover- 
ing that period. He stated that he de- 
spaired of floating bonds on a twenty-one 
year grant. Mr. Cox was asked if his 
company would give a percentage of 
gross receipts for the privilege of get- 
ting the right to do business in the city, 
and he answered that his company did not 
wish to carry any burdens which might 
hamper it at the beginning. 

Colonel Cox stated he had not given 
this particular matter much considera- 
tion and would first like to know upon 
what basis a percentage tax would be 
asked before he could give a definite 
answer. He said his company contem- 
plated building a dam across the Chatta- 
hoochee river in order to generate elec- 
tricity by water power. This dam, he 
stated, would be about 1,100 feet long and 
about 32 feet across. He estimated it 
would cost fully $400,000 and would take 
all of a year and a half or two years 
to build. One million dollars, he thought, 
would be expended on the dam, buildings, 
machinery, wires, poles and conduits be- 
fore the company would be ready to dis- 
pose of its power. 


Dam Was a Risk. 

In this connection he asserted the build- 
ing of the dam was a great risk and 
that the moneyed men of the east who 
had been interested in the proposed plant 
considered the undertaking one fraught 
with danger. Tit: dam might be washed 
away while in the course of construction, 
Colonel Cox stated, and his concern 
would be out just that much money. He 
considered that the city ought to give 
the enterprise all the legitimate encour- 
dzement possible, because it was the com- 
pany’s intention to bring into Atlanta 
cheaper electricity for light and power. 

He said the local men interested in the 
company had already spent $20,000 in ac- 
quiring land necessary for a site for the 
plant and had assumed obligations aggre- 
gating $30,000 additional. He Stated that 
the plan to build and operate an electric 
lighting ‘plant had been entered into in 
good faith and the parties back of the 
enterprise proposed carrying the scheme 
forward to success, {ff such was possible. 
With the power to be derived from the 
river, he said, it would be possible for 
more than three-fourths of the year to 
generate fully 10,000 horsepowér to, be 
brought into the city and _ distributed 
from a central mstributing office. 

Questioned as to the time his qgmpany 
would be able to’start work on the plant, 
Mr. Cox said if the franchise was granf- 
ed he thought ground would be broken 
within sixty or ninety days after the 
approval of the grant. Preston 8. Ark- 
wright, president of the Georgia Railway 
and:Electric Company, wag present dur- 
ing the meeting and he was asked if he 
had anything to say against the granting 
of the petition. He said he had not; 
that he was present merely to ascertain 
what the committee expected to do con- 
cerning the application. 

“The only interest I have in the mat- 
ter,’ he said, ‘is that you will not dis- 
criminate against our company in favor 
of this new concern.

HOUSEHOLD ECONOMICS 
“MAKE NEW PROFESSION 


or household economics with the re- 

cent advances in chemistry has cre- 
ated a new profession for women—that of 
scientific housekeeping. 

At present most of the persons, who 
have taken: up household economics have 
done so with a view to teaching the 
subject in schools and colleges. Cooking 
and the simpler laws of household sani- 
tation form an important part in the 
work of manual traifiing schools, of set- 
tlements and even of some private schools 
for girls. The object of such teaching is 
to instruct the young women of the ris- 
ing generation in the fundamental prin- 
ciples of housekeeping, especially in food 
values and scientific cooking. ‘Medicine 
and science are declaring that the prob- 
lem of health is chiefly one of nutrition; 
food, while not the only factor in this 
problem, is the chief one. -““The whole 
question of more wholesome food, and 
more thorough sanitation which domes- 
tic science Is making so prominent,” said 
a recent speaker on the subject, “has 
everything to do with the efficiency of 
our people.” She adds, with what may 
possibly be some exaggeration, but un- 
doubtedly contains much truth: 

“Nine-tenths ofall the disease which 
burdens humanity in the more mature 
years of life is due to improperly selected 
and prepared food used in youth, and 
many sociologists agree in saying that 
much of the alcoholic intemperance of 
today is due to the same causes.”’ 

With this increase of knowledge there 
has arisen an increasing desire to have 
the housekeeping of: institutions admin- 
istered by persons who have had scien- 
tific triining. Hospital economics are 
becoming an important branch of domes- 
tic science, and there is a demand for 
these scientific housekeepers in schools 
and charitable institutions. - 

To meet the need of persons engaged 
in this kind of work an interesting sum- 
mer school was held, during the past 
month of July, in Middletown, Conn,, at 
Wesleyan university. This school of

chemistry and biology was under the dl- 
rection of Professor Atwater, professor 
of chemistry at Wesleyan and special 
agent of the United States department 
of agriculture. It was opened in re- 
sponse to requests from teachers of hous¢- 
hold economics, who are interested in 
the study’ of foods and the nutrition in- 
vestigations which have beeh carried on 
in different parts of the United Btates. 
Courses were offered in food analysis, 
dietary studies, chemistry, bacteria, and 
one by Professor Atwater himself tn food 
and nutrition. There was an able corps 
of specialists as lecturers and instruc- 
tors, and the laboratories and library of 
Wesleyan university were at the service 
of the students. The school attracted 
men and women of distinction from va- 
rious colleges and schools. Among the 
number were a Japanese investigator, 
and Miss Parloa, whose name has long 
been a household word. Mrs, Ellen H. 
Richards, of the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, was one of the lecturers. 

All were enthusiastic over the excep- 
tional opportunity for advanced scientific 
work that they found at the school, and 
there was much talk ofthe new openings 
such work gave to women. “There aro 
so many aides to scientific housekeeping.” 
said one teacher of.domestic science. “If 
@ woman wants scientific work, here is a 
fleld crying for investigation;., if she 
wishes to serve her fellows, here jis a 
splendid chance; and if she needs to make 
a living here is a profession where—for 
the present moment at least—the demand 
for trained workers is greater than the 
supply.”’ 

Domestic science or household economics 
is admirably taught in such places as 
‘Yeachers’ college, Columbia university, 
Drexel and Pratt institutes, and some 
normal schools. The more advanced 
scientific research can be pursued in 
many colleges, and in addition to these 
opportunities schools of housekeeping 
hate been opened in Boston and Chicago, 
and others are soon to be started in 
Springfield and Pittsburg.—E. J., in New 
York Evening Post.

Southern Exchange Cotton Letter. 


New York, August 12.—There was a deluge 
of bullish crop accounts received from minor 
points in the Texas cotton district early this 
morning. The firet item coming from College 
Station, Tex., had this to say of the prospects: 
“The boll: worm injury and attack will be 
worse this season than usual owing to rainy 
season at this time, which usually is dry and 
much to the disadvantage of the boll worm. 
Then, too, the corn crop in which the July 
broode have usually had time to mature, was 
cut short by the drought preceding, and hence 
one brood of the boll worm has been forced 
to the cotton plant much earlier than usual.’’

Weekly Summary of Crop Conditions. 

Washington, August 12.—The following Ja 
the weather bureau’s weekly summary of the 
crop conditions: 

Portions of Virginia, the Carolinas, Geor- 
gia, Tennessee, northern Alabama, southeast- 
ern Missouri and the lower Ohio valley con- 
tinue to need rain, and drought conditions 
have developed to some extent in portions 
of Nebraska, South Dakota and northern Wisa- 
consin. The principal agricultural districts 
elsewhere east of the Rocky mountains have 
experienced, very favorable conditions with re- 
epect to moisture with the exception of por- 
tions of the lake region, middle Atlantic states 
and Néw England, where too much rain fell. 
The temperature conditions were favorable ex- 
cept over the northern portions of the Missouri 
end upper Mississippi valleys, where it was 
too cool during the latter part of the week with 
light frost in Minnesota and eastern Dako- 
tas, while some injury was caused by exces- 
sive heat in Kansas and Oklahoma in the 
early part of the week. 

CORN—The corn crop has experienced anoth- 
er very favorable week and the general out- 
look in the principal corn states continues 
promising. In portions of southeastern Mis- 
sourl and southern Illinois the crop, however, 
is suffering severely from drought and régin 
would prove beneficial in South Dakota and 
in a few southern counties in Nebraska. Late 
corn in Oklahoma and Kansas gustained some 
injury from excessive heat in the early part 
of the week. 

SPRING WHEAT—Spring wheat harvest fs 
nearing completion in the southern portion’ of 
the spring wheat region and is advancing 
r@pidly in the central and northern portions, 
A considerable part of the crop in the Red 
river valley is still very green and ripening 
unevenly. — 

OATS—Oats harvest is now practically - 
ished exeept over Wmited areas in the north. 
ern districts, and while a generally heavy 
crop ‘has been secured the quality in many 
sections has been impaired after being in 
shock by rains. 

COTTON—With a general absence of rain in 
Texas and scattered showers over the central 
portions of the middle and eastern dietricts, 
the progress ($f the cotton crop as a whole 
has been favorable. Complaints of rust and 
shedding, however, are quite generally indf- 
cated, and some premature opening is reported 
from portions of Georgia and South Carolina, 
Early cotton is opening rapidly and picking 
is progressing in Texas and in the eastern 
districts under favorable conditions. Uninter- 
rupted sunshine and high temperatures have 
checked the ravages of boll worms and weevil 
in Texas, but those pests continue to cause con- 
siderable damage, and in inundated sections 
in that state the crop has been severely dam- 
aged and in many sections rutned. 

TOBACCO—The condition of tobacco in Kene 
tucky is only fair, but in Ohio, Wisconsin and 
New England the outlook fa more favorable.
